I an- 
ticip'ate no difficulty in securing thc co- 
operation of thc bakers as we are satis- 
fied that if they carry out instruction* 
thev will be able to put thc ij£jv bread 
on the market at a profit that wtfl allow 
them to continue business as usual." 


According to Mr. Jacobs the new bread 


is the result of a long series ft experi- 
ments carried on to determine if possible 
whether there might be some way in 
which the steadily increasing prices of 
thc staff of life could be lowered.

Indianapolis, Ind.. Oct. S.—Miller 


in Indiana are facing a wheat famine 
The scarcity of grain is not due to i 
not being raised, but is due to the fac 
that the fanners, and in some instance 
persons who have purchased from th 
farmers, are refusing to sell to th 
mills at the price fuwd by the govern 
merit, although that price is the high 
est on record for harvest time. R 
ports that some of the mills are rui 
ning on a day to Jay supply, and tho 
argest in the state have but a ten 
lays' supply in stock, have been made 
to'Dr. H. E. Barnard, representative 
of the national food administration in 
Indiana, and he has prepared a. report 
to that effect which he will make to 
ihe state council of defense. - 


The situation in this state is that the 


millers have pledged a definite amount 
of flour to the government for the use 
of the army and navy. 
The millers 


now say they are having great difficul- 
ty in keeping their pledges because 
they cannot get the grain to grind in 
sufficient auantities. Various methods 
of getting the wheat have been sug- 
gested, but Dr. Barnard says it is not 
the present policy of the food admin- 
istration or government to compel the 
sale of the grain on the price feed for 
the government standard. 


The concensus of opinion, however, 


is that if the farmers and grain own- 
ers continue to refuse to sell to the 
mills and the supply of flour for the 
army anci navy is curtailed, the gov- 
ernment will take the necessary action 
to get the wheat. Such steps are being 
considered in this state, it is said, but 
as yet only as a matter of being ready 
or later developments. 


One state official, in discussing the 


ituation said that in his opinion 1 
any farmer or other person who has 
wheat and won't sell at the govern- 
ment price, and curtails the output of 
flour is in ths class oi' a speculator, 
H-ofiteer, and is unpatriotic. 8uch a 
jerson is not doing his part in the war. 
lie said. 
Dr. Barnard declared the mills must 


have wheat He asserted the govern- 
ment does not want to conscript wheat. 
It wants to get its supplies through 
the voluntary acts of the producers, 
but if necessary the government will 
take whatever action is necessary to 
keep the mills supplied. 


Persona who are familiar with the 


financial situation of I tho farmers In 
this state aay that it is unusual. Most 
of them have made sufficient money 
during the past year, however, not 
only to keep themselves financed with- 
out having to place their crops'on the 
market as soon as harvested, but many 
of them have paid off. mortgages and 
old debts. That, it'is explained, ac- 
counts to some extent for the slow 
movement of grain this year.
